"Depressed by business reverses and 


ill health, Carl Saur, 69, a baker lo- 
cated at 
Hortonville, 
took his llfp 


about 11 o'clock Friday evening by 
discharging a. revolver bullet into his 
heart. 
There were no witnesses of 


the act, as his wife was absent at the 
time and his aged mother-in law, Mrs 
Mathilda Schulz. 87, who is somewhat 
deaf, had retired and did not hear the 
shot 


Saur's death -was found to be a 


plain case of suicide because the re- 
\olver was found beside him and he 
had written a note to his wife 
The 


note declared that business depression 
and failing health had led to his de 
c-sion to end it all. He requested that 
no funeral services be held at Hor- 
tonville but that his body be taken to 
Clinton, Iowa, his old home, for burial 
Mrs. Saur and I. E Schmidt under- 
taker, left for that place Saturday 
morning with the body. 


Mrs. Saur had gone to Hoitonvillc 


opera house to attend a card party 
and found her husband's lifeless bodv 
when she returned about 5t o'clock 
It is believed the fatal shot was fired 
sometime between 10 and 31 o'clock, 
as the body still was warm. 


Saur wrote his farewell note and 


then seated himself in his favorite 
rocking chair.

Dear Sir:—You say that the salary of the county judge 


of Iron county was fixed at $8DO. The salary or the mu- 
nicipal judge was fixed at ?2,000. The county judge died in 
January and the legislature then abolished the office of 
municipal judge by chapter 21, laws of 1925 and by chap- 
ter 22 imposed the duties of that office upon the county 
judge and by that same act provided that for performing 
such additional duties the county judge should receive $2,- 
000 per annum the same as had been fixed for the munici- 
pal judge until the salary of the county judge could be le- 
?ally fixed by the county board. After the adoption of that 
ict and on March 23. the governor appointed a county 
judge to fill the unexpired term and you ask if he can draw 
the $2,000 as BO fixed for his added work in addition to the 
$800 fixed for the salary of county judge. 


By sec. 2 article 7 of the Constitution, the judicial 


power is vested in a supreme court, circuit courts, courts 
of probate and justices of the peace and the legislature is 
there given the power to create municipal courts and infer- 
or courts in the several counties. 
By section 14 of the legislature is given power to abol- 


ish the office of judge of probate In any county and con- 
fer probate powers upon such inferior courts. Under that 
provision tho legislature abolished courta-tif probate and by 
section 2440 the legislature established county courts in each 
eounty and by that section such cburts Avere given the 
jurisdiction conferred by the Constitution on courts of pro- 
mte and such other jurisdiction and powers as are or may 
:>e conferred by law, so that we now have only the coun- 
ty courts created by that statute in lieu of the 
probate 


lourts mentioned in the Constitution. 


These several provisions seem to make the county judge 


a county officer at least for the purpose of his election, 
the location of his office and th« exercise of his duties, but 
does it make the office a part of the system of county gov- 
ernment within the meaning of Sec. 23 article IV of the 
Jonstitution which provides that the legislature shall estab- 
lish but one system of town and county government which 
shall be as nearly uniform as practicable. 
' 


In the case of Rooney vs. Milwaukee, 40 Wis., 23, the 


supreme court held that the method'of fixing the salary 
of county officers by the county board as provided by Sec. 
C94 (now 59.15) "was a part of the system of county govern- 
ment" within the meaning of that provision of the consti- 
tution and that aw act fixing the salary of a particular coun- 
ty officer (in that case, county treasurer) violated the con- 
stitutional requirement of uniformity of county government. 


On tho strength of that decision and the fact that the 


legislature included county judge in Sec. 694 (now 59.15) in 
which It provided: "The salary so fixed" (which would in- 
clude the county Judge) "shall not be increased or diminished 
durlng-the officer's term," I wrote the opinion in XIII O. A. 
G. 486, advising that the salary so fixed included the sal- 
ary of county judge and could not be increased during 
the term as provided in that law, and for the same reason 
BO advise here, but my attention has been directed to the 
case of State ex rel Sinner vs. Buer, 174 Win. 120, In .which 
the court specifically held, on page 128, that the judicial 
power of the state is separate and distinct from the system 
of county government referred to in section 23 of Article 
IV and that judges are not county officers. I am now sat- 
isfied that the fixing of the salary of the county judge Is 
no part of the system of county government within the 
meaning of Sec. 23, Article IV of the Constitution requir- 
ing but .one system of county government to bo established 
and that~ to be as nearly uniform as practicable. 


My former opinion XIII O. A. G. 486. Sept. 3, 1924 on 


the subject Is to be regarded aa modified by this opinion. 


Tho prohibition against increasing the salary during the 


term as found In Sec. 59.15, although It includes the salary 
of the county' judge, Is a legislative prohibition and could 
therefor be modified or changed by the legislature.

The Sanatorium has been filled to capacity all of the 
year and.most of the time with a waiting list of from 5 to 
8, This may be further indicated by the fact that out of 
a possible 16fi4 hospitalization weeks, we have had all of 
our bed capacity occupied for a total of 1630 weeks; show- 
ing that we were uji to capacity all of the year, with the 
exception of a loss ol 30 weeks 'for one patient. The loss of 
these 30 weeks is accounted for by vacations and an un- 
avoidable loss of days in the rotation of patients. 


The average stay of patients has been 6% months. This 


Is a fair average and may be taken as an indication of how 
well the patients are satisfied. 


Of the 66 patients, 47 were from Outagamie County and 


39 from other counties.

before another school"year begins, your committee decided 
to get the opinion of the individual board members nt this 
time because the regular November session of tho County 
Board will be too late to take up this matter. 


THEREFORE, your attention is called to the following 


statement of facts: 


1. The present heating plant has never heated the 


building comfortably. 


2. Tho present heating system requires about 110 tons 


of coal each year. It is therefore very wasteful of fuel be- 
sides being inefficient. 


3. The grates, fire boxes, linings, side housing-, in the 


'our.furnaces aro burned out. and must be replaced. 
This 


amounts to almost an entire replacement of all but the 
fronts of present furnaces. 


4. To circulate the heat, a blower and large motor 


must be furnished. 


5. Now piping to carry heat to each room must be In- 


stalled, also an automatic heat regulator. 


6. Tho cost of rebuilding Is estimated by the furnace 


company at almost $7,000. In addition to this amount, work 
amounting to $500 must be done locally to provide new 
foundations, brick work, etc. 
This brings the total cost 


of repairs to about $7,600 or more. 


7. Tho company docs not give a sufficient guarantee 


hat the heating system will bo satisfactory after these 
changes have been made, simply stating "The proposed 
Changes put your system In good shnpo and with reasonable 
care and correct operation should bo good,with reasonable 


maintenance for the life of the building." 


Your Committee has also investigated the cost of a 


modern steam heating system as designed by competent 
engineers. 
AVe find that such a system can be installed for 


not more than $11,000. Furthermore, this system is guaran- 
teed to heat the building properly in the coldest weather 
with about half the fuel now required. 


Your Committee does not feel that it will be wise to 


spend three-fourths the cost of a satisfactory new system 
repairing the present unsatisfactory heating system. 


Therefore we are asking each member to give his opin- 


ion of the best course to pursue and to'State here which plan 
he will approve when the matter is brought up at the 
regular meeting of the County Board in November.

To the Honorable Board of Supervisors of Outagamie Coun 
ty, AVis. 


Gentlemen:—Your County Highway Committee desires 


to submit to you a report of the construction and main- 
tenance work done during the year of 1925. AVe do not believe 
it necessary to eater into the details in regard to the cost 
of the various projects, as you will find costs embodied in 
the Highway Commissioner's report. 


On October 27th and 2Sth your Committtee made an in- 


spection tour over the highways under construction, those 
completed, and those maintained during the year 1925. AVe 
also inspected all of the proposed projects for tho 192G pro- 
gram, which were petitioned by the various units. 


In making this inspection, we found that the construe 


tion and maintenance of 3925 compares well with that of any 
previous year, if not a little better. Practically the entire 
1925 highway program is completed and within the next 
few weeks, with good weather, tho unfinished program will 
be taken care of. 


The Nichols Bridge located in the Town of Cicero on 


State Trunk Highway 156 has been completed. This bridge 
is constructed and paid for under the Emergency Clause, in 
which the County is interested in the payment without any 
aid from the Town. 


The Bloomer Bridge located in tho Town of Freedom, 


the Sears Bridge located on a highway in the town of Oneida, 
the Young Bridge located on a highway in the Town of 
-Maple Creek, the Barbieur Bridge located on a highway in 
the Town of Buchanan, the Spurr Bridge located on a high- 
way in the Town of Liberty, are all county and town aid 
projects, and, are, therefore, paid for on a 50 per cent basis 
by the county and town. 


The Spurr Bridge, however, is not quite complete, but, 


is nearly its completion rapidly, and will be finished about 
the middle of November. 


In making our inspection, we found that the 
county 


and state patrol system was in excellent condition, and in 
our opinion somewhat better in quality than in previous 
years. The power grader which was purchased during the 
past season, has added considerable to the quality of the 
patrol work in general. It was usod to help out patrol sec- 
tions upon which the traffic was too heavy for the patrol- 
man to take care of without additional aid from the power 
grader.

is the unhesitating- answer of James 
K, Jone^. federal director of prohibi- 
tion, to the question of what source 
of bootrles: liquor his men are chiefly 
concerned 
with today on the sixth 


birthday of the Volstead act. 
| 
Tn the six years since the Volstead 


: ia,w went into effect Jan. 16, 1920, the 


I lines of the dry army have coped with 


bootlegerers on the mountain tops and 
in the attics and collars, with forjreis 
of whisky permits, with shippers and

Jones: snves some cold figures on t he 


new thre.it of industrial alcohol. Dur- 
ins: the \ ear endm.tr June, 1920. theio 
were produced 28,000,000 gallons of it. 
In the six years of prohibition this 


rate has tripled, he said, with Si.000,- 
onii gallons the output for last year. 
K\or since prohibition arrived. .Ian. 16, 
IH20. more than 300.000.000 gallons of 
denatured alcohol has been produced. 


Kntrraved permits fooled the forgers 


in the early days of prohibition, Jones 
said. Then the booties' army bcgran 
withdrawing whisky for export, to be 
shipped back. That was blocked, and 
the next scheme was to withdraw it 


on pretext of making patent 
medi- 


cines, hair tonics and the like. 


Just as the arm of dry enforcement 


has found a way to beat these evils so 
it has a way to halt the orgy of indus- 
trial alcohol, Jones said. The latest 
move was to withdraw certain formu- 
las for the manufacture of rubbing 
and bathing 
alcohol and to require 


formulas which are much harder to 
re-distill.
